Also, I will be making a trip to Mobile in the coming weeks (a weekend) and 
would like to know your hours of operation. 


Finally, I would like to know if there are any local histories of Mobile 
(1830 - 1900) that I could read. I have tried to provide enough family 
details for you without being overly verbose so that you can help point me 
in the right direction with my reading. 


Benjamin Farrow, the baker, moved to Mobile circa 1834-1839 and opened a 
shop at 47 Conception St. By 1842 he had moved to 211 Dauphin and 8 years 
later he died. His wife Caroline Steitz died Sept. 2, 1865. 


His son Henry Charles (1824-1881) was a printer/advertiser in 1842. He 
married Elizabeth Stokes at Trinity Church in Mobile in 1853 and remained in 
Mobile until his death. 


Henry Charles' son, Henry Charles (Jr.), was born Feb. 21, 1869, married 
Susan Waugh Elder in Mobile on April 12, 1899 and had 3 children (Rachel-—May 
19, 1902 Henry Farrow-April 24, 1904 and Judith Cole-February 21, 1907). 
Henry Charles (Jr.) died 1944 and his wife Susan died in 1959 in Mobile. 
Their son Henry went on to attend Barton Academy and the US Naval Academy 
and serve in WWII. He subsequently died in 1959 in Portsmouth, VA. in a 
naval hospital. 


The rest of my family then scatters to the winds leaving Alabama until I 
recently returned and began digging in earnest. It started as a curiosity 
and is fast becoming an obsession. 


WOW this has gone on way to long. 


In short, I am looking for any help in local histories of Mobile. I have 
already written The Mobile Court for death certificates and marriage papers 
and visited the ADAH (they have suprising little and told me that Mobile 
keeps its own counsel!). I am now looking to fill in these peoples' lives 
and ask you to show me a path.
